SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer printout entitled Exhibit 36 4 of9\D\teenie sluts\chic pics\10(1).jpg\s 
classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The computer printout presents an image of a sexual act involving a male ejaculating 
over a woman’s face. The image has degrading aspects to it which have been 
considered under s3(3)(c) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 
1993. However, these degrading aspects are not of such an extent or degree so as to 
make the publication objectionable. Restricting the publication to an adult audience is 
sufficient to minimise any likely injury. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in relation to this 
publication. The classification represents the minimum interference with the freedom 
of expression consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good. 
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
